captain of the spartan squad, and distinguished him- 
self among his teammates. he scored 959 points 
during his career and produced exceptional records 
for shooting accuracy. sam thuma joined harris in the 
role of york’s first seniors, and also earned respect of 
all his associates. jim roth and bob klingseisen led 
york’s scoring. klingseisen has scored 971 points in 
three seasons. he currently holds the all time scoring 
record at york. roth has scored 788 points in two 
seasons and led the 70-71 squad with 452 points.
